THE BRITISH t OiONIST 
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Iuleruational Questions. 

Tho appointment of a Joint High 
Commission to Bit _t Washington for 
tho purpose of removing and amioably 
adjusting all matters of diffcronco be- 
tween Groat Britain and the United 
States, and between tho latter country 
and the Dominon of Canada, with a view 
to tho establishment of cordial relations 
and enduring friendship between tho 
same, is an event which wo are dispos- 
ed to regard an amongst the most im- 
portant of half a century, It cau Hiirdly 
bo said that those oountries havo ever 
boon ou terms of cordial friendship. 
The United Statos havo nover quite 
ceased to think of Groat Britain ns an 
nustero and cruel " parout >' who drovo 
it from beneath tho old r^of-tioa in 
heartless cruolty. Great Britain, on the 
other hand, continuod to regard the 
United Stales in tho light of an un- 
dutifulson who, not content with casting 
oft' all paternal Authority, has not bosi 
tated to league himself with tbe enetny

Iu timos past Great 
Britain has been wont to negotiate 
boundary disputes alone witb tho Unit- 
ed Statoi ; and she has in every in- 
stance had to go to ttie wall— lost im- 

-J ;„/.«Unlnl,lo tArritnrinl advan- 
tages, and we hesitate not to affirm tout 
had she sought the aid of Canadians 
who were both dirootly interested in boiuo 
of these boundary disputes and well ac- 
quainted with tboir nature and 
importance, muoh valuablo terri- 
tory and groat geographical advan- 
tages might hare been saved to 
the Crown. Upon tho prosont oco mion 
Canada had an especial right to take 
part in the negotiations, both on account 
of the fishery, navigation and Fenian 
interests and in regard to the San Juan 
question. This is tho first lirno that 
Canada has been assigned her true posi- 
tion in these negotiations and we congra- 
tulate our countrymou upon tho (aot, 
not only booauso it is their right, but 
because it is a guarantee that their in- 
terests will not be again sacrificed. Tho 
dispute respecting Han Juan Island is 
one of inoroaaing importanoe to the 
Dominion which will in a few weeks bo 
washed by both oceans ; and Canadian 
statosmen have not failed to realize its 
importance. Somo three years ago, Sir 
Goorgo E Cartiur and the Hon Wm 
Maodougall, whilo In Loudon, upon im- 
portant business connected with the 
Dominion of Canada, joiuod in u letter to 
Her Muje-ty's Principal Soorotary of 
State for tho Colonies, pointing out tho 
important bearing of this question upon 
tho Confederation scheme, setting out, 
in very clear terms tho grounds rjp'on 
which Groat Britain should assort her 
undoubtod claims to tho Islard of San 
Juan, and, ut the same timo, reminding 
tho Secretary of State how, in former 
territorial adjustments botwoou Great 
Britain and tho United Statos, tho in« 
terests of thoso Pi .sessions dostmod to 
constitute tho completed Dominion had 
eufferod most seriously. It will doubt 
lees bo within tho roudor's recollootion 
that, dariog last session ol tho Lugiidjture 
a ltesolulion was passed, pointiog oat 
the great importance ol San Joan 
Inland to the Dominion, and requesting tho 
Governor to ' urge upon Her Majesty's Gov. 
ernment and tho Canadian Government tho 
importance of possessing the said Island of 
Han Juan, and pointiog out its intimate 
bearing upon tho ultimata eucueeu ol tho 
Confederate British North American Prov- 
Inoos," That Resolution, His Excclleuoy 
took oocaiion to tell tho Council, ia his pro- 
rogation speech, was duly luid before Her 
Majesty's Government. A uopy of tho Rus. 
olution wus also sent to thu Canadian Gov- 
ernment; and we havo only very reoentlj 
learned that it was bucked up by a joint 
letter Irom our delegates, whilu at Otiawit, 
in which the case was clearly and ably pre- 
sented, and the importanoe ot tho question to 
British Columhia Btrongly urged. Amongst 
others, this question ia about to bo oeliltfd 
by tho Joint Commission. Shall British 
Columbia, mo=t uf all ooncerned iu it, bu 
eon 1 ont to remain Jeilout ? Assuredly she 
ou"bl not to be Bileut. And wo are glad to 
jee that tho Hon, Dr. Helmok'en is deter- 
mined hu shti.ll not remain a silont spectator 
when negotiations are going on boiiio of 
whiou so vituily rjonoero her.

Tho question as to the 
pay of tho Commissioner-*, as all excopt 
Hoar aro now office holders, and as to 
tho legality of William's appointment 
to an office created during his terra a> 
senator, wore also points which wore 
alluded to in the debate. Represents 
tivos of the N .rthwoatorn States think 
the settlement of our olaims will in- 
volve cession t<> the United States ol 
British territory northwest of Lake 
Superior. The approval of tho steps 
thus far taken by tho Executive is 
wido'y expressed bore by m-jn of all 
parties.

during such timo.

Commissioner. The point decided after 
debate in his case was tbat the offioe 
•which he was nominated for is run a 
civil- office created by luw — it being 
hold that be is appointed lb rspresont 
tho Prosideut Id ftn official capacity.

The army cl Ihe north haB bad to retreat 
Irom Amiens, wbor<> il fought bravely, and 
was initiated into the miseries ol a Moscow 
campaign. It now occupies a position be« 
bind Arras, and Mauteufiel looks as if re- 
solved to follow it up and stake a fatal 
blow. If victorious the army mast either 
surrender or cross into Belgium. Arras 
may by Ihil time have lall-n iuto the hand> 
of tho invudsr. Uoneral Faidherbo has had 
to leave it to Bhift for itsell. The arsenal 
is wall slocked, ami the deleticoi will enable 
tho Germans 10 defend rh- ir position, uud 
cover Amiens if no' Kuuon.
